Powers Increase by 
Act of Legislature 


Company May Issue Con- 
solidated Debenture 
Stocks

OTTAWA, April 7—Under the 
terms of a bill approved today by 
the railway committee of the House 
of Commons, the borrowing powers 
of the Canadian Pacific Rallway 
Company are increased. The bill 
| provides that the company may 
} issue consolidated debenture stock 
| an amount which, together with ¢ 
secured obligations of the company 
outstanding, shall not exceed onc- 

half of the company's property iv- 

vestment. 

E. W. Beatty, president of the 

CP.R., appeared for the purpose o 
| explaining the legislation to the com- 
mittee. Mr. Beatty made a brief state- 
ment, as follows: 

“The object of the bill is to in- 
crease the bonding power of the com- 
| pany. 

PRESENT POWER FIXED 

| “Its present power is fixed by specia! 
' acts relating to its railways ana 
| steamships, In the case of railways. 
it is limited to specified rates per mile 
of the various lines comprised in the 
| system and, in the case of steamships, 
!to an amount not exceeding cost. 

| “The authorized mileage rates vary 
greatly over the system, depending up- 
on standards of construction and 
| equipment at the time of construction 
| and the territory through which th« 
particular lines are built. 

“Thus, the original bonding powe: 
tn respect of the main line is $10,000 
per mile, increased in 1889 by an ad- 
| ditional £500 setrling per mile. In r-- 
spect of lines constructed during th 
last 25 years the authorized mileage 
bonding rates have been higher, rang 
ing from $30,000 to as much as $90.- 
000 per mile,

adjustments this session are pre-

Imperial Economic Conference in 
July. This declaration was made 
on the floor of the House of Com- 

mons Wednesday by E. N. Rhodes, 

Minister of Finance.

“Bearing fully in mind the fact that, 
fn common with the whole world, we 
have suffered—while not in equal de- 
gree at Jeast in substantial degree— 
as the result of a depression, uni- 
versal in scope and unparalleled mag- 
nitude; realising also the anxieties 
and burdens of the people and the 
manifold difficulties resulting from

THE EXPECTED HAPPENED 


The budget statement presented at 
Ottawa yesterday confirms the unanimous 
expectation that a heavy deficit would be 
shown in the Dominion finances for the 
year past. If the news is bad, it at least 
has not broken suddenly upon an unsus- 
pecting public. 

That there would be a deficit, and one 
of huge proportions, has been long ap- 
parent to anyone who took note of the 
trade returns and other indicators of con- 
ditions at the sources from which revenue 
is drawn. It has been somewhat generally 
accepted that the figure could not fall 
short of $100,000,000. 

In fact, the shortage is $119,505.000. 
Last year the adverse balance was $75,- 
000,000. Roughly stated, the showing is 60 
per cent worse than a vear ago, despite 
the measures taken last spring to bring 
the income to the level of the proposed 
expenditure. 

Of this total deficit, $51,000,000 is ac- 
counted for by the gap between ordinary 
revenue and ordinary expenditure. This 
spread was occasioned by a heavy slump 
in revenue, which went down faster and 
farther than expenditure could be cur- 
tailed. The remaining $55,000.000 repre- 
sents the extraordinary expenditure incur- 
red in unemployment and farm relief. 


A “DEPRESSION” BUDGET 


The Government is evidently no more 
convinced than a year ago that prosperity 
is about to make an early appearance, 
sweep away the difficulties that came with 
the depression, and restore buoyancy to 
trade and volume to the revenues. 

Were that the prospect, it must be 
supposed the Ministers would refrain from 
throwing any heavier handicap on the 
public at a time when all the resources of 
the nation are required to maintain the 
measure of activity that exists and when 
any further weakening of those resources 
must react to make hard times harder. 

No chance is being taken that an early 


improvement in business will restore 
equilibrium to the public finances. As a 
year ago, the budget is framed in 


recognition that nothing of the kind is 
likely to occur. As then, there is a lengthy 
program of increased taxation, calculated 


to bring in additional revenue during the 


coming year equal to the deficit of last 


year on ordinary account. 
That this calculation will prove to be 


be disas 1 
Minister is confident that the result will 
be obtained. But it is not to be forgotten 
that his predecessor was quite as con- 
fident on that score a year ago. Mr. 
Bennett, too, thought at that time that he 
had brought matters into balance. The 
figures submitted by Mr. Rhodes show 
how far astray that estimate was. 


WHY IT ts NECESSARY 

The prime reason why Mr. Bennett's 
prediction failed, and why there was a 
deficit at the end of the year on ordinary 
expenditure, is plain from the facts and 
figures set out in the statement yester- 
day. Canada, in common with most other 
countries, sustained the consequences of 
dwindling trade. 

“Imports for the first eleven months 
of the year showed a decline of $310,000,- 
000 over the preceding year, while exports 
showed a decrease of $216,000,000.” 
Canadians bought less abroad, therefore 
paid less customs duty into the Govern- 
ment’'s coffers. They bought less at home 
ause they sold less abroad, and the ex- 
cise receipts dropped. 

So all along the line. “Of the major 
sources of income only one, income tax- 
ation, brought in approximately the sum 
estimated.” Last year’s collections of in- 
come tax were based on the incomes 
received in the year 1930. Incomes unfor- 
tunately shrunk last year, and it will be a 
happy circumstance if this year’s collect- 
fons from that source continue to measure 
up to the estimate. 

In a word, the sweeping taxation pro- 
gram brought in last June failed to do 
what it was supposed to do. Whether it 
brought in more revenue than would 
otherwise have been received, cannot be 
known. What is certain is that the widely 
increased tariff, the increased postage, 
stamp tax, sales tax, corporations tax, 
failed to bring in the amount expected by 
$51,000,000. Because of that there is an- 
other schedule of increases, from which 
better results are hoped.

WHERE IT HITS 

The point of intcrest in a budget is the 
point at which it touches the pocket of 
the individual, directly as a taxpayer, or 
indirectly by increasing his cost of living 
or interfering with his business. On both 
scores the new scale of levies will have 
more than casual significance for a large 
proportion of the public. 

The sales tax goes up from four per 
cent to six, the highest ‘evel it ever at- 
tained. This tax is collected at the factory 
and passed along the live to the ultimate 
consumer. He will accordingly pay two 
per cent more for the articles affected. 

The super tax levied on all goods im- 
ported into Canada is increased from one 
per cent to three. This tax is also added 
to the ultimate selling cost of the commo- 
dities affected, and the consumer will do 
the actual paying. 

The income tax exemptions are low- 
ered. That is to say, many who have not 
had to pay in the past will have to pay in 
the future. The 20 per cent flat reduction, 
hitherto allowed in the tax bill, is can- 
celled.. In other words, the rate of tax- 
ation is raised 25 per cent. And for those 
who earned more than $5,000 last year 
there is an additional penalty of 5 per 
cent. 

The taxes on insurance companies and 
premiums are reimposed. The stamp tax 
is increased to 3 cents, and on amounts 
over $100 it is doubled. There is a five 
cent tax on telegrams, long distance tele- 
phone calls, cablegrams and radio mes- 
sages. Those occupying berths in sleeping 
cars will pay a 10 per cent tax, with a mini- 
mum of 25 cents. 

This is distinctly a tax-raising budget. 
That it will directly and indirectly increase 
the living expenses of the average citizen 
is inevitable; though neither in that re- 
spect nor in the hampering of busizess are 
its results likely to be as far-reaching as 
those of last year’s budget.

WHY FORESTS ARE NEEDED

A vivid description of the results of 
forest devastation is found in the 
hewspaper reports of the recent tor- 
nado tragedy which swept across five 
States, and, for the large area covered 
and loss and damage suffered, ranks 
as one of the worst in the history of | 
the country with its sacrifice of more | 
than 300 lives, 3.000 injured, 10,000 
homeless and untold financial loss, 
and from which description I will} 
quote just one incident as narrated by | 
one of the survivors:

From the Monthly Letter issued by

BURSITIS 
You may never have heard of © 
bursa, although you have quite a num- 
ber of them hidden about in various 
parts of your body. A bursa js a sac 
of tough fibrous tissue filled with 
fluid, and ts found in perts 
of tho body where there is 
apt to be extreme friction 
between the soft parts and 
bone, Because the connec- 
tive tissue may form a 
bursa whenever there is a 
sufficient amount of per- 
sistent friction, bursae may 
form in unexpected: places, 
but the majority are in the 
region of joints, such as 
the shoulder, wrist, elbow, 
knee, ankle and hip. You 
might never be aware of 
the presence of such an 
anti ~ friction contrivance 
until it becomes inflamed, 
or the fluid dries up, or it 
becomes ¢niarged or mis- 
placed. Under any of these 
conditions a bursa may be- 
come painfully evident or 
cause a tumoriike lump. 
When it ts inflamed. we 
call the condition bursitis. 
Knee Troubles 


Probably the most fa- 
mous type of bursitis is iy 
“houstmaid’s knee,” which pr. 
simply an  itiflammation 
and enlargement of the bursa in front 
of the knee cap. The region of the 
knee is the part most frequently in- 
Jured enough to produce bursitis. Since 
there may be as many as seventy bur- 
sac arranged about the knee, it is 
epparent that bursitis may be a fre- 
quent complication of any knee in- 
jury. The elbow does not have as 
many but is is also a joint which is 
frequently injured espee'ally in games 
such as tinnis or baseball. 

A bursa usually becomes inflamed 
from a single or a repeated injury, 
frequent caus:s being blows and 
strains. There is no sharp distinction 
between acute and chronic bursitis 
ond the terms as most commonly ap- 
plied have to do with the duration of 
the inflammation, acute being used 
for the more recent. In the acute 
form there is usually an increase in 
the amount of fluid in and some in- 
flammation of the capsule. The fluid 
may be absorbed ieaving a dry inner 
surface, nodules may form inside, cal- 
cercous deposits may occur, etc. In 
some cases, even though a large tumor 
forms, little or no pain may be pre- 
sent. Other cases may be exceedingly 
painful without evidence of enlarge- 
ment. 

In the recent or acute form the cor- 
rect treatment is to rest the part and

Potential Murderer 


_ By High Court Judge

To Pay Penalty for Hold- 


up and Robbery of Black | 
Diamond Coal Office 


Branding Robert Steele, © 28- | 
year-old ex-convict, a menace to 
the community and a_ potentnal 
murderer, Mr. Justice Tweedie im- 
posed a sentence of ten years in the 
penitentiary and thirty lashes, in 
the Supreme criminal court on 
Wednesday afternoon. The lashes | 
will be administered in three instal- / 
ments—ten at a time. 

Steele flushed up at the mention of 
the lashes and then his features broke 
into a defiant grin. He was hana- 
cuffed and taken to the cells. 

The offence which brought him be- 
fore the court was the hold-up of the 
Black Diamond Coal office in this 
city on January 29, and the robbery of 
$66.50, coupled with the slugging of | 
the cashier, Jas. W. Merrill, who tried 
in vain to save his employers’ cash. 

Steele was accompanied by another 
man at the time of the hold-up, but 
lias refused to admit his guilt or re- 
veal his accomplice, 


REVIEWED RECORD | 

In passing sentence, Mr. Justice, 
Tweedie reviewed Steele's criminal re- 
cord—two years in the Prince Albert | 
pen. in September, 1928, for the theft 
of an auto, together with six months 
for false pretences; two years for an- 
other auto theft and a year for shop- 
breaking (all running concurrently) 
and a further two year sentence for 
shopbreaking in October, 1929, soon 
after his release on parole from Prince 
Albert, 

“You belong,” said the judge, “to 
a class of people who have been go-| 
ing over the province of late, who are 
You are for- 
tunate not to be charged with murder | 
now, due to the fact that Merrill 
naturally preferred to sacrifice his 
money rather than his life. We have 
too many people going round with 
guns, You are not a safe man to be 
at large. 

“The police are to be compliment- 
ed for having run you down so speed- 
ily. It is on the vigilance of the police 
and the courts the safety of the pub- 
lic depends.” 


In his previous charge to the jury 
His Lordship, referring to a sugges- | 
tion of defence counse’ that Merrill 
might have taken the money himself 
and faked the hold-up episode, said: | 

“Counsel for the defence threw out 
@ suggestion which I regret, that Mr. 
Merril] might have used’ the company's 
money. What reason would there be 
for Mr. Merrill to adopt such tactics? 
There is not a scintilla of evidence to 
support such an explanation, unless 
you might construe the evidence that 
he has himself and wife and child to 
support on a salary of $60 a month. 
But as you know, these days many! 
men would be glad to work for $60/ 
a month or for far leas. I can assure | 
you that Mr. Merrill appealed to me 
as a straightforward, honest witness.” |
